In addition, it was pointed 
out that if he preferred to study 
for the diocesan priesthood, the 
diocese of his birth would have 
prior rights to his services if the 
diocese needed more recruits at 
that time. When his home diocese 
had no need for him as a priest he 
would then be free to study for an- 
other diocese. 

If he felt that he preferred to 
become a religious priest (member 
of an order or congregation), 
then nobody had any right to inter- 
fere with his pursuing that voca- 
tion. 


Pay For Training 


It was explained that this point 
did not have to be decided defin- 
itely until Joe was in the major 
seminary as long.as his parents 
could pay for his training until 
that time. It is only when the bish- 
op or a religious community takes 
Joe at his word and helps him out 
financially by footing the bill for 
his education that Joe becomes in- 
debted to them. 

Well, Joe preferred to enroll in 
Our Lady of the Lake Seminary as 
a candidate for the priesthood for 
the Fort Wayne diocese. He wrote 
to the proper authorities as his 
pastor directed and received a cat- 
alog which informed him he must 
gather the following records to be 
put on file with his seminary re- 
cord: 

1. A certificate of his Baptism 
and Confirmation. 


2. A marriage certificate of his | 


parents. 

3. A recommendation from his 
pastor. 

4. A report of graduation from 
grade school or, and transcript of 
credits received in other secondary 
schools. 

“Joe also found out from the cat- 
alog that, if he had‘already taken 
some high school training while at 
home, he would have to submit to 
entrance examinations to deter- 
mine his competency to follow the 
higher class in the seminary. Oth- 
erwise, he would be required to go 
back over the first year work as 
a seminarian.

consideration, and both you and the child will inevitably 
feel the harmful effects of it. 


It may be unusual to present the subject of vocations 
in the manner we have brought it to your attention 
through a letter from a.Connecticut father. But we have 
done this designedly, inasmuch as the greatest saints 
among religious come from the ranks of those in whose 
heart the love of God was cultivated very early in life, 
who never lost their innocence, who, like Christ Himself, 
“grew in wisdom and grace” as He grew in age. 


But we must still expect most vocations to the Sister- 
hood from our high school girls, most of whom are not 
in Catholic high schools. They find themselves to be the 
only ones in the entire school who are thinking of the 
religious life, and they receive absolutely no encourage- 
ment from their teachers or from their associates. The 
pressure is, on the contrary, from the opposite direction: 
They need strong support from God, and therefore must 
be frequent recipients of the Sacraments; they have a 
harder fight than their classmates because they have

Priest Tells Why He 
Sought Holy Orders 


WHO prefer not to identify myself, would like to tell you what 
led me to select the priesthood as my earthly career.

elaborate one. The Sacrament is conferred during the celebration 
of Mass which is interrupted several times. The candidates for 
ordination first prostrate themselves on their face before the 
altar while the Litany of All Saints is chanted; then the Bishop 
imposes his hands upon the heads of each one separately, and all 
priests witnessing the ceremony, after placing the stole over their 
shoulders, do the same thing. Then the candidate is invested with

The Lord Is His Inheritance 


(3) During the course of theology pursued by the candidate 
for the priesthood, the Bishop confers Tonsure on him, at which 
time he is invested as a cleric, and reminded that he is “taking 
the Lord as his inheritance.” The word “Tonsure” derives its 
meaning from the cutting of five bits of hair from the front, the 
back, both sides and the crown of the head by the Bishop. From 
that day until the end of his life, in Catholic countries, a small 
Space on the crown of the head is kept shaven to remind others 
that he belongs entirely to God. 


A year later Minor Orders are conferred on the tonsured one, 
and after another year, two other Minor Orders. which delegate 
and commission him to take care of the church, serve at the altar 


‘and to exorcise. 


Then later the Subdiaconate is conferred solemnly. From 
that day the candidate is obliged to recite the Divine Office 
throughout his life and to observe celibacy. cae 

Then comes the Diaconate, about which we read much in the 
early Church, even during the time of the Apostles. It confers the 
power to preach, to baptize, to dispense Holy Communion. After 
pursuing further studies the deacon is ready for the order of 
priesthood. 


When the priest is elevated to the Episcopate he receives the 
fullness of the priesthood, is empowered to transmit the Sacra- 
ment of Holy Orders to others, and given wider jurisdiction in the 
government of the Church. |

At this time a vocation campaign is being waged in France, 
where there is only one priest to each thousand souls as against 
one to each 600 in our nation. Early in this century about one-third 
of the churches of France were closed, yet the harvest is more ripe 
in that country today than it has been since the French Revolution. 
Anti-clericals in that nation, as in Portugal 40 years ago, were 
chiefly responsible for the dearth of vocations. 

Today Western Germany needs twice as many priests as it has, 
chiefly because of the influx of several million Catholics from the 
east, for whom there exist neither churches nor clergy. 

In countries behind the Iron Curtain the ranks of Bishops and 
priests have been decimated by executions, imprisonment or exile. 
Even now 250 are in concentration camps in Yugoslavia. 

Over here many Bishops are building Preparatory Seminaries, 
at a tremendous cost, chiefly because they believe that they will

Boys from St. Joseph’s College 
in explaining the influences which 
have led them to decide to study 
for the priesthood give such facts 
as these: 


“T have been an altar boy since 
my sixth grade, and the first spark 
of vocation seems to have been 
7 there at the Holy Sacri- 

ce.” . 


_“Thanks...to.. my... seventh and 
eighth grade teachers, the idea of 
vocation blossomed forth into a 
reality.” 

“Probably the most important 
reason why I want to become a 
priest is that many years ago my 
father fell away from the Church. 
He is gradually coming back, and 
I know that if I go through to or- 
dination my Dad will be at the foot 
of the altar to receive Holy Com- 
munion from my hands.” 


“Once I read a book entitled 
‘Down the Amazon,’ which de- 
scribed the thrilling adventures of 
a missionary priest. Up to that 
time | had more or less thought 
that priests spent most of each day 
on their knees in Church. I like the 
idea of becoming a missionary, be- 
cause there must be adventure in 
helping others get to heaven.” 


“About a year ago this time we 
talked about vocations in school. I 
began to read up on vocation to 
the priesthood. I didn’t tell anyone 
about it. The first one I told was 
a pal of mine while we were sup- 
posed to be silent and looking up 
things in the encyclopedia. After 
I told him, he said that he had the 
same idea.” 3 


Another student frankly gives 
this information: 


“Why do I want to become a Re- 
demptorist? It wasn’t because I 
like Latin, for I don’t. It wasn’t 
because I like to get up at 5:20, for 
I don’t like that at all. It wasn’t 
because my parents made me. It 
wasn’t because my Pastor said that 
he would excommunicate me if | 
didn’t. The only answer is that I 
feel that God has honored me by 
calling me to His holy priesthood.” 

One: of the numerous ex-G.l.’s 
now studying for the priesthood 
tells his story thus: 


“.. The war came, and as my 


name was high on the draft list I 


wanted to try to get into the Air 
I therefore took special 
classes at De Paul University to 
make up for lack of two years of 
college, and between stalling off 
the draft board and getting my 
studies I passed the busiest period 
of my life.

“Finally we reached our combat 
theatre and I was more than ever 
resolved to be prepared at any time 
for any eventuality. Death struck 
close by several times, but I was 
unperturbed. Only toward the end 
of my overseas duty did my spirits 
begin to sag, but then came the 
day when I boarded the good ship 
Kata Baru for home. Each night as 
I said the rosary on deck I prayed 
especially to know God’s will re- 
| garding my vocation. At Miami the 
chaplain made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to have me released from the 
Corps, but a few months later the 
war ended and here I am.” 


Future Brothers Say: 


The young men preparing to be- 
come Christian Brothers were led 
to the juniorate by such thoughts 
as these: 


“IT want to be a brother because 
the work of teaching appeals to me 
as the best way of serving God, 
saving my own soul and the souls 
of other youths.”

There just 
isn’t enough space, and latterly the 
Fathers have had to turn away lit- 
erally hundreds of applications 
each year. As Father McDonald 
pointed out, if they had funds, they 
could add rooms to what they now 
have; but that isn’t the whole an- 
swer either. A seminary can’t be a 
mere housing project. The Fathers 
must have personal contact with 
their students to guide them and 
appraise them in their progress 
through the sacred sciences. 

The number of vocations to the 
priesthood came as no surprise to 
me. On the Contrary. I am in- 
clined to be baffled at the fact 
that any boy should stay out of 
the priesthood, that there should 
be enough men left to marry and 
father a fresh generation of youth 
eager to follow Christ in His 
ministry. 

I met the problem of my own 
future head on and quite early.

As an example of children being 
active apostles, Sister said: 

“Many years ago there was a 
little Italian girl who took a non- 
Catholic girl to Mass. When the 
girl grew up she became a Catholic, 
and she is now a Maryknoll nun in 
the Philippines. (The Italian girl 
is in the Cloister at Maryknoll). 
We must all be apostles,” Sister 
Juliana said. “Everybody we meet 
and see is a potential Catholic, and 
we must do something about it, 
even if only to pray. The missions 
can be a very high adventure for 
the Lord. And we can start right 
here and now, no matter what age 
we are, or where we live. 

Sister is now busy writing a 
series of geographies which is be- 
ing published by Sadlier Co. Our 
young readers and writers are 
probably using some of them in 
school now, and enjoying them, It 
is nice to know that the author who 
writes these books knows so much 
of the world at first hand.

(2) Those of resignation to the 
all-holy Will of God, Who alone 
knows why it is better to take a 
particular child from this world at 
an early age. 

Charles and Bridget Savio must 
have found it hard when God took 
the second oldest of their ten. chil- 
dren shortly before he reached his 
fifteenth birthday, But surely from 
their places in heaven they now re- 
joice when they see how other fa- 
thers and mothers point out their 
young Dominic as a model and 
guide for teenagers on the road to 
eternity. 

It is just 95 years ago today that 
Dominic left his father’s house to 
join the blessed‘ company of God’s 
house in heaven. Two years ago on 
March 5, he was raised to the hon- 
ors of the altar as Blessed Dominic 
Savio. What joy can be compared 
to that of a father or mother at 
seeing their child pronounced. a 
blessed or a saint of God! Sanctity 
is the goal to which every parent 
should lead his ‘offspring. 

Mr. Savio was a blacksmith; his 
wife was a seamstress. Both were 
very poor and in bad times when 
work was not forthcoming, they 
often knew real misery. Yet, their 
children were their riches; they 
considered their real treasures the 
souls that God entrusted to them. 
They would make them rich in 
grace, if not in earthly treasures. 

Little Dominic was a lively and 
jolly fellow, yet he was serious 
when it came to prayer.

What is the situation of the 
Catholic Church in Korea? 


Koreans, there were 182,000 Cath- 
olics before the war, 163 native 
ig and 89 foreign missionaries. 
n May of 1949, the Reds above 
the 38th parallel had already im- 
risoned 123 missionaries includ- 
ng priests, brothers and Sisters. 
Since June 1950 many others have 
been arrested by the Reds, includ- 
ing Bishop Patrick Byrne of Mary- 
knoll, the Apostolic Delegate. 

It is not the first time that Ko- 
reans have suffered persecution. 
From 1839 to 1882 Catholics were 
persecuted with varying degrees of 
intensity. In 1886, 8,000 Catholics 
were executed, while many more 
refugees died of hunger and cold 
in the mountains. In 1925, Pius XI 
canonized 79 Korean martyrs. 

The Church in Korea in the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries suf- 
fered more than it did in any other 
mission territory. 

You have heard about the divis- 
ion of Korea into two governments, 
one situated above the 38th parallel 
was governed by the Communists 
and that below the 38th parallel by 
the Koreans under American su- 
pervision. But, before the war 
started on June 25, 1950, more than 
4,000,000 northern Koreans had 
escaped to the south, and this 
created a tremendous economic bur- 
den. Families were scattered, chil- 
dren were left without any pro- 
tection from hunger and cold, and 
every kind of misery.
